The  Worthing  Rural  District  lies  between  Shoreham  on  the 
East  and  Littlehampton  on  the  West,  extending  northwards  from 
the  sea  on  the  south  to  the  range  of  downs  which  stretches  from 
Amberley  to  the  River  Adur.

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

The  County  Council  provide  Centres,  at  Littlehampton  and 
Arundel.  These  centres  are  accessible  to  some  of  the  residents 
of  the  rural  parishes  adjoining  these  urban  areas. 

The  County  Council  also  hold  Centres  within  the  district  at 
Findon,  Lancing,  Rustington  and  Angmering. 

A  nte-  N atal  Clinics . 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  by  the  County  Council  at  Lancing 
and  Rustington. 

School  Clinics. 

The  following  Clinics  held  by  the  County  Council  are  available 
for  children  resident  in  the  district: — 

Minor  Ailments  Clinics,  Eye  Clinics,  and  Dental  Clinics  are  held 
at  Littlehampton  Health  Centre,  Lancing  Health  Centre  and 
Shoreham-by-Sea  Health  Centre. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  at  Lancing  Health  Centre  and 
Chichester  Health  Centre. 

Speech  Therapy  Clinics  are  held  at  Lancing  Health  Centre 
Shoreham-by-Sea  Health  Centre  and  Chichester  Health  Centre. 

Ear  Clinics  are  held  from  time  to  time  at  the  Sussex  Throat 
and  Ear  Hospital,  Brighton,  and  appointments  are  made  for 
children  suffering  from  ear  disease  to  attend. 

Children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are 
treated  at  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  Brighton. 

Tuberculosis  Clinic. 

A  Dispensary  is  held  at  Worthing  Hospital  which  is  available 
to  all  residents  in  the  Worthing  Rural  District. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  made  arrangements 
entitling  residents  in  the  district  to  attend  the  Clinics  for  Venereal 
Diseases  held  at  Worthing  Hospital. 
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Ambulance  Service. 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the  Ambulance 
and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an  ambulance 
are  made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on  the  case, 
or  through  the  Police. 

Lists  showing  names  and  addresses  of  midwives,  health  visitors 
and  general  nurses  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries,  Town  Halls 
or  Offices  of  Local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  County  Hall,  Chichester.  Information  as  to  the  situation 
of  clinics  and  times  of  sessions  may  be  obtained  from  the  same 
sources,  or  from  the  local  midwife,  health  visitor  or  general  nurse. 


II.  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services. 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can  arrange  whatever 
forms  of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or 
special  hospitals,  whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital 
accommodation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circum¬ 
stances  subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  cases  are 
thus  provided  for — medical,  surgical,  maternity,  infectious  diseases, 
and  those  requiring  sanatorium  or  mental  hospital  treatment. 

The  Worthing  Group  Hospitals  comprise  Worthing,  Southlands, 
Swandean,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  Hospitals  ;  Zachary  Merton 
Maternity  Home,  Rustington,  and  certain  Convalescent  Homes. 


III.  General  Medical  and  Dental  Services. 

Everyone  is  entitled  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the  National 
Health  Service  to  general  medical  care,  and  dental  care  when 
this  can  be  arranged,  to  receive  necessary  medicines  and  appliances, 
and  to  be  supplied  with  glasses  if  necessary.  Local  arrangements 
for  these  services  are  organised  through  the  National  Health  Service 
Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63  South  Street,  Chichester.

The  remaining  samples  were  taken  from  individual  Wells,  8  of 
which  were  unsatisfactory.  The  necessary  action  was  taken  either 
to  render  the  supply  wholesome,  or  alternatively  close  the  Well  and 
cause  Mains  Water  to  be  laid  on  to  the  premises. 

(b)  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  and  Water  Act,  1945. 

With  reference  to  the  report  made  in  1944  on  the  state  of  small 
private  water  supplies  throughout  the  District,  and  subsequent 
reports  on  these  supplies,  together  with  recommendations  respecting 
the  absence  of  satisfactory  and  adequate  means  of  drainage  in 
some  of  the  smaller  Parishes,  the  Council  reviewed  their  previous 
instructions  in  this  connection  and  decided  to  retain  the  services  of 
Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  schemes  for  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  for  the  Parishes  of  Findon,  Clapham,  Patching,  Burpham, 
part  Lyminster  and  Houghton,  and  for  new  or  improved  main 
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water  supplies  for  the  Parishes  of  Poling,  Burpham,  part  South 
Stoke,  Houghton  and  part  Patching. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  on  work  in  connection  with  the 
preliminary  report  of  the  Engineers,  and  it  is  hoped  that  during  the 
current  year  definite  recommendations  will  have  been  made  to  the 
Council  by  the  Engineers.

The  sewerage  system  serving  the  Parishes  of  East  Preston 
Angmering,  Rustington,  Kingston  and  Ferring,  discharges  to  the 
sea  through  storage  tanks  at  Kingston  at  suitable  periods  of  the 
ebb  tide  at  a  point  500  yards  below  high  water  mark.  The  system 
functioned  satisfactorily  throughout  the  whole  of  the  year. 
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(. b )  Eastern  Area. 

The  sewerage  scheme  at  Lancing  has  again  functioned  satis¬ 
factorily;  in  this  case  sewage  is  pumped  to  the  disposal  works  of 
the  Borough  of  Worthing  for  treatment,  and  is  discharged  by  way  of 
their  outfall  to  the  sea. 

( c )  The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Sompting  had  at  the 
end  of  the  year  reached  the  stage  that  work  would  commence  early 
iu  1949,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  it  has,  in  fact,  been  commenced; 
it  is  hoped  it  will  be  completed  within  the  next  eighteen  months. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

(a)  House  Refuse. 

During  the  year  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  continued 
in  the  more  populated  Parishes  along  the  coast,  and  in  the  outlying 
Parishes  collections  are  made  twice  monthly. 

Disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Refuse  Tips  situated  respec¬ 
tively  at  Rustington  and  Patching  for  the  Western  Area — by 
pulverization,  and  tipping  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Depot  at  Sompting 
for  the  Eastern  Area. 

During  the  year  considerable  effort  has  been  made  to  salvage 
all  possible  material  which  would  be  of  use  for  the  National  Effort 
in  this  connection. 

(b)  Cesspools. 

There  is,  outside  the  sewered  area,  public  scavenging  of  cess¬ 
pools  at  Lancing,  and  a  limited  public  scavenging  twice  per  annum 
for  the  outlying  houses  in  the  remaining  Parishes  of  the  District. 

The  work  is  undertaken  by  direct  labour,  an  800  gallon  mechani¬ 
cally  driven  tanker  being  used  for  collection.  The  sewage  collected 
is  discharged  into  sewers  at  suitable  points.  In  the  outlying 
Parishes  disposal  is  by  discharge  on  to  arable  land. 

In  my  last  Report  I  made  reference  to  the  utilisation  of  sludge 
removed  from  cesspools  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  compost 
manure,  and  stated  in  detail  how  this  compost  was  made.  During 
the  past  year,  work  in  this  connection  has,  to  some  extent,  slowed 
down,  although  more  loads  have  been  delivered  for  the  purpose, 
the  point  being  that  these  were  delivered  in  the  early  months  of 
the  year  so  that  the  compost  could  be  used  on  the  land  in  time  for 
the  growing  Season. 

It  is  believed  that  successful  results  were  obtained  from  the 
use  of  this  compost,  but  the  users  are  proposing  to  await  further 
evidence  of  its  effect  on  land  and  are  making  no  further  demand 
for  supplies  until  this  is  available.  It  is  expected  that  more  sludge 
will  be  required  for  this  purpose  during  the  coming  year. 

(c)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  for  any  action  to  be  taken  in 
respect  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area.

HOUSING  ACTS. 

As  in  most  Districts  throughout  the  Country,  there  still  exists 
in  this  area  a  considerable  shortage  of  housing  accommodation, 
and  in  some  instances  the  conditions  under  which  people  have 
to  live  are  such  as  to  cause  considerable  concern,  more  especially 
because  the  solution  to  the  problem  seems  so  elusive.  Despite 
the  fact  that  every  effort  has  been  made  by  the  Council  to  provide 
housing  accommodation,  the  number  of  persons  on  the  waiting 
list  has  increased  during  the  past  year,  and  similarly  the  number 
of  new  applications  has  also  increased.  I  am  indebted  to  the 
Housing  Manager  of  the  Council  for  the  information  set  out  below, 
which  is  a  complete  analysis  of  the  housing  register  and  which 
amply  illustrates  these  points: —

It  has  been  possible  to  deal  with  infestations  by  bed-bugs  that 
have  occurred  by  using  a  proprietary  D.D.T.  solution  with  every 
success.

During  the  year  routine  inspections  of  milk  producing  premises 
and  Dairies  have  been  continued,  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  throughout  the 
District  has  remained  satisfactory. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  is  due  to  come 
into  operation  during  the  coming  year,  and  therefore,  so  far  as  actual 
milk  production  is  concerned,  this  will  probably  be  the  last  report  on 
a  full  year’s  working  in  this  connection. 

The  total  number  of  herds  in  the  District  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  44,  and  the  total  number  of  cattle  1,172.  Graded  milk  was 
produced  from  68.18%  of  the  herds,  and  from  80.01%  of  the  cattle.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  Table  that  of  the  247  samples 
taken,  163  were  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Reductase  Test, 
and  11  to  the  Coliform  Test.  Of  the  163,  128  or  78.52%  reached 
the  standard  of  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  and  of  the  11,7  passed 
and  4  failed  to  pass,  the  test  for  the  presence  of  Coliform  Bacillus. 

Of  the  above  mentioned  samples,  20  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk, 
44  of  Accredited  Milk,  and  20  of  Ordinary  Milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  All  were  satis¬ 
factory  except  one  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  which  proved  “  Posi¬ 
tive.”  The  offending  cow  was  traced  and  slaughtered.

One  of  the  above-mentioned  animals’  carcases  was  found  to  be 
diseased,  in  that  the  mesentery  was  affected  with  Tuberculosis. 
All  the  animals  were  either  slaughtered  under  licence  from  the 
Food  Executive  Officer  of  the  District  or  because  of  an  emergency. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Food  Executive  Officer  notification  is 
given  to  the  Department  when  licences  are  issued,  and  whenever 
a  pig  is  to  be  slaughtered  within  the  District  an  advisory  letter 
is  sent  to  the  Owner  together  with  an  invitation  to  notify  time  and 
place  of  slaughter.  In  practically  all  cases  such  notice  is  received, 
and  the  46  pigs  mentioned  above  were  inspected  as  a  result  of  this 
system. 

There  is  no  Ministry  ot  Food  Slaughterhouse  in  the  District, 
but  continued  inspections  of  deliveries  of  Meat  to  shops  were  carried 
out  and  a  considerable  quantity  of  unfit  food  was  found,  which 
clearly  justifies  the  importance  of  this  work.
